Queries and Replies Covering Matters of 


Importance to the Man Who Runs a Car 


In re m o v in g carbo n from gasoline e n ­ 
gin e s sh o uld denatu red alcohol be used 
w h ile the engine is hot or c o ld ? 
H o w 
m u c h to each cylinder, and how long 
•hould it remain in the c ylin d e rs? 
p Apply tho alcohol when the motor is 
ot. for the reason that the action of 
[ie alcohol Im merely to dissolve the 
gummed oil which binds the particles 
of carbon together into a hard, solid 
mass, and when the alcohol is hot It 
dissolves tho oil more readily. The cyl­ 
inder should be filled with alcohol so 
that It will come into contact with ev­ 
ery part of the carbon. It Is best to do 
one cylinder at a time. Bring the pis­ 
ton to top dead center on the compres­ 
sion stroke, as the valves are then 
closed. Fill the cylinder with alcohol 
and allow it to stand until the carbon 
is softened. H ow long tills will take 
depends on how hard the carbon is 
One hour may he sufficient, and then 
agnin it may be necessary to allow It 
to stand over night, or possibly twen­ 
ty-four hours. 


S h o u ld one cut out the ign ition w h en 
u s in g the m o tor as a brake, or does it 
m a k e a n y difference? 
Tho motor, with ignition on. is val­ 
uable as a brake only to the speed 
whore the motor idles. 
At that point, 
of course, the motor gives power to 
the rear wheels Instead of braking 
them. 
If you must use your motor for 
a brake and want the most positive 
results shut off the ignition. 
The igni­ 
tion will not be harmed one way or 
another. 


It is a recognized fact that a lu m in u m 
c a st h o u sin gs are c on sta n tly th ro w in g 
off sm all m etallic flakes into the oil or 
grease. 
H o w can this be prevented, and 
does it do any H a r m ? 
These particles are carried into the 
working parts, increasing the wear 
aud decreasing the life of tin* lubri­ 
cant. 
This may be prevented for all 
time lf tho interior of the case be 
cleaned 
with gasoline and given a 
heavy cont of shellac. 


lf one were to receive a storage b a t ­ 
tery to be recharged 
and

ed so badly th a t it w a s im p ossib le to 
tell the positive from the negative, how 
could the different poles be d e te rm in e d? 
You can determine the incitive plate 
by scraping through the crust and 
finding the red oxide.

son why the battery cannot la* charged 
iii tin* regular way, carefully watching 
the temperature and running a slow 
charge. 
Negative is gray. 


Will you please describe what meth­ 
od ie used in testing the ordinary m ag­ 
neto coil on the bench and what appli­ 
ances are necessary? 
Also how is the 
ordinary high tension magneto tested 
to insure that it is delivering the spark 
at high speed? 
To test a magneto coll oil the bench 
first remove the coil and connect the 
low tension circuit with a new battery 
of Ila* same size as is used on the cur 
and provide a spark gap of suitable 
size on the high tension side. For sixty 
pound compression the gap should la* 
a fourth inch in (la* atmosphere, aud 
for ninety pound half an inch. 
The low tension circuit is closed and 
then quickly o|**ned, and if tin* coil is 
iii good condition a spark should occur 
ut tho high tension gap. 
Then* is no necessity of removing the 
coil box from the car to do this work 
if the test wires un* long enough to be 
attached with the coll In place. 
Unless the internal wiring of the coll 
is known some evi»crlmentlng will be 
required iii order to connect up with 
the right terminal. Probably the Him I 
pleat method of procedure is to note 
the terminals to which tin* low and 
high tension wires are attached and at­ 
tach the test wires accordingly. 
In testing a high tension magneto, in 
which the coil is on the armature, a 
wire running from tho battery is toucli- 
«sl to the insulated side of tho breaker. 
The other terminal of tin* battery is 
grounded, 
l f the coil is all right a 
fcpark will occur. 
Insead of using an enlarged spark 
gap you may prefer to do your testing 
under pressure. 
It is a simple matter 
to make a device for this purpose, and 
it is useful not only for testing coils. 
but also complete ignition systems. It 
may be provided with eight or twelve 
spark plug holes as desired, so that it 
-is possible to test all the spark plugs 
at once. 
The device is merely a cylin­ 
drical chamber made from a piece of 
tubing, with a heavy, plate glass win­ 
dow at one cud aud threaded boles for 
the sj»ark plugs at the other. 
When 
testing a magneto spark plugs which 
ure known to be iierfect should l>e 
used, but if the spark plugs are under 
suspicion it will be necessary to use a 
magneto which is known to be all right. 
After tin* spark plugs are screwed into 
place the pressure is raised to the de­ 
sired amount, either by a hand pump 
attached or by turning on compressed 
air. 
The best way to be sure that the 
magneto Is delivering proper sparks at 
high speed Is to test it at the maximum 
si*e<*d desired, say 3,CHIO revolutions per 
minute. There are many ways of driv. 
lug the magneto ut this siloed. 
You 
should have a reduction varying from 
ten to one to fifteen to one.

According to some engineers, It is 
possible to clean oil that bas been used 
for some time so that the oil Is practi­ 
cally as good as new, but there are 
others who question whether this real 
ly can be done, and furthermore it Is a 
great deal of trouble to renovate the 
oil.

W h a t is the c au sa of gasolin e r u n ­ 
n in g out of the bottom of m y c a rb u re t­ 
or just a s soon as the m o tor sto p s? 
The probable cause of the gasoline 
running out is that the heavy fuel 
which is In the manifold condenses 
after the ear has stopped running and 
will run back Into the carburetor and 
drip out.
